lic duty and took a pride in his work. 


FoH&wlifg-the drganlzafiori of the 


old"t:ompanyNthe fire laddies, badly 
under equipped toiled through mud to 
the boot-tops^ihanjr tirtie;? to get to 
and^from ifires and thought nothing of 
it. They had tig motor driven'appara- 
tus'on which to haSil ten to twenty- 
five men at top speed to the fires but 
those "old fellows" were on hand at 
eve,ry fire, surmounting e^ery one*of 
the many difficulties confronting them 


They .followed along through the 


years, and were.,gradually succeeded 
by the other young men growing up 
in the cffirinwnity, wJro.also worked 
hard with the "tools" provided by 
Council from time to time, The bor- 
ough was struggling along, getting 
streets paveJ and inaking other im- 
provements which required all th»» tax 
money:: that could be raised.

and^from ifires and thought nothing of 
it. They had tig motor driven'appara- 
tus'on which to haSil ten to twenty- 
five men at top speed to the fires but 
those "old fellows" were on hand at 
eve,ry fire, surmounting e^ery one*of 
the many difficulties confronting them 


They .followed along through the 


years, and were.,gradually succeeded
